School Native Way Program ($220); and the Rochester 
Country Fair Committee ($500). 

Under Old Business, Chairman Laboa said he's 
gotten some response from the recent Tri-Town 
Selectmen's meeting. He said he's heard pros and cons to 
both sides of the controversial $200 "transportation fee" 
being assessed by ORR High School to students taking the 
bus to school. The Selectmen are meeting jointly with 
representatives from ORR, their fellow Tri-Town Select- 
men, and members of the tri-town Finance Committees on 
Wednesday, November 10 at ORR High School. 

The board also received two Requests for Propos- 
als (RFPs) for leasing space as a potential "Town Hall 
Annex." Mr. Huntoon noted the bids were quite different 
in price: $1,650 a month for soon-to-be-renovated 2,300 
square feet of space at the Rochester Women's Club on 
Route 105 versus $3,000 a month for 3,000 square feet of 
space at the Plumb Corner Mall across the street from the 
existing Town Hall. 

The board members said that both bidders 
seemed to meet all the RFP requirements and this matter 
would have to go before voters at the Special Town 
Meeting on Monday, November 15. 

"One of the options you have is to put it on the 
floor at Town Meeting ... and let them decide," Mr. 
Huntoon said. 

"If we're going to support it, I think we should 
have a recommendation ready," Chairman Laboa said. 

"In looking at these two RFPs, snow removal and 
that type of thing wasn't on the Women's Club proposal," 
Selectman Morse said. "Was it in the (specs) that they 
should provide that? If that's covered, my recommenda- 
tion would be to go with the Women's Club ... for $1,350 
less." 

"The other question is if the Women's Club is 
going to be available April 1, do we want to wait until the

start of the fiscal year (to move)?'' Chairman Laboa said. 
"The budget we created was $40,000 based on a January 1 
occupancy date. If we're not moving until April 1, then 
$30,000 should be more than sufficient." 

The board agreed the total amount could be 
amended on Town Meeting floor if the opted to go with 
the Women's Club proposal. 

"Because it's a non-profit organization and 
because they're putting the work into it, I would recom- 
mend that if there is going to be a leasing by the town that 
we go with the Rochester Women's Club," Selectman 
Nunes said. 

"This would be for a three-year lease," Chairman 
Laboa said. "The space across the street is better space 
and more efficient, but I can't discount the difference in 
price." 

The board agreed to present their recommenda- 
tion to lease the 2,300 square feet of additional space at 
the Rochester Women's Club as a Town Hall Annex at a 
cost of $19,800 a year for a three-year lease. The monthly 
cost would be $1,650 or $8.61 per square foot per year.

effort was late and somewhat rushed, the matter of bus fees 
being a revenue source in FY '05 was determined last winter and 
included in budget documents reviewed by Finance Committee 
members. 

• The ORR financial records are fully audited by an 
independent firm each year, usually in the late summer follow- 
ing the close of the fiscal year. The reports are public documents. 
In addition, the accountability standards enforced by the MA 
Department of Education and the MA Department of Revenue 
and the federal government for every aspect of public school 
operations make the assertion that the school management is not 
checked by outside controls appear to be rather hollow. 

• Though the dissolution of Superintendency Union 
#55 would undoubtedly shift certain aspects of school decision 
making to the respective Town Halls and add to the bureaucracy 
therein, it is highly unlikely that tax money would be saved. 
Replicating the various supervisory services that would be 
required on an independent basis would, in all probability, cost 
the towns more money. That is particularly true when ORR's 
administrative costs are factored into the equation. It might be 
wise to check the experiences and expenses in other MA districts 
before making a move to dissolve the Superintendency Union. A 
comment made toward the end of the article about redundant 
inspection officers serves to illustrate the point that the school 
departments in the three towns may, in fact, be ahead of the 
curve with respect to coordination. We have only one curricu- 
lum coordinator for the four school districts. 

• Having the towns or the school districts own the 
school buses is a concept that School Committee members and 
administrators would be more than willing to explore. It was 
discussed with Finance Committee members last year during 
the bus bid process. If there is a way to reduce the cost of bus

service we w^ould certainly be eager to pursue same. Wareham is 
struggling w^ith the cost of replacing a school bus fleet that is 
becoming ancient in a hurry. New Bedford uses an outside 
contractor. 

• As has been the case too often in the past. Old 
Rochester Regional seems to be the favored whipping target for 
town officials. High schools, and to a lesser extent middle 
schools, are relatively complex service operations, and their 
clients are also appropriately complex, often going through the 
best and the worst days of their young lives in a very short space 
of time. The Tri-Town communities have a first-rate public high 
school with terrific youngsters, a dedicated staff and, in general, 
a very positive spirit. The school should be a point of pride for 
the three towns, and in large measure, we believe that it is. 

However, the position of the school and the primacy of 
its mission are most definitely influenced by what members of 
the community and particularly the leaders say and do about it. 
We build our own prophecies. Should ORR be seen as the cause 
of insufficient funds for infrastructure needs in the towns or 
should citizens be proud of the fact that they are investing in the 
educational experiences of the young people of the community 
and working hard to support the next generation of Select Board 
members, fire fighters, and community volunteers. Forward- 
looking communities don't resent the investment that they make 
in their educational systems. The investment usually pays 
dividends for those communities. 

We look forward to working together on the FY '06 
budget development effort, and intend to do our part to be 
entirely accountable for all aspects of the programs included by 
the School Committees and administrative staffers for public 
support.

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about because some town employees want larger offices. 
However, this is a matter of inconvenience — not of necessity. 
Town services to the public are not being compromised. 

Renting office space is simply a waste of money. It is 
estimated that leasing office space would run approximately 
$3,000 a month. That is $36,000 a year. In ten years that's 
$360,000 and in 15 years $540,000. This is money being thrown 
right out the window. 

Town Hall is in violation of the Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA). How does renting office space at $36,000 
a year at Plumb Corner or the Women's Club make Town Hall in 
compliance with ADA? It doesn't. 

If residents feel that additional space is necessary, then I 
suggest a modular or Morten Building at Town Hall to create 
additional space and make Town Hall in compliance with the 
ADA (requirements).

years of grace provided by the law. 

It wasn't wrong for the lot owners to propose Article 
15, restoring their rights to build on under size lots forever, after 
all, that's ''taking care of nuraber one." It was wrong of the town 
boards to favor them and forget the other 90 percent of us, who 
are now doomed to bear the financial burden of this favoritism. 
To elaborate: 

• Shame on the Planning Board for not putting an 
explanatory article (in plain English) in the paper telling us what 
the proposed zoning changes would mean to us. 

• Shame on the Finance Committee for abdicating 
responsibility and actually saying "no financial impact" in the 
warrant. 

• Shame on the Selectmen for not heading this all off at 
the pass. In fact, they actually encouraged it. 

• Shame on us citizens for not going to Town Meeting, 
and for not insisting that we be well-informed, so that we can 
make intelligent decisions on issues like Article 15. 

By passing Article 15, a petition article submitted by 
folks who felt they had lost money due to zoning changes in 
1996 and 1999, Town Meeting has put a tremendous financial 
burden on the town as a whole. 

The voting body was stacked with those who had 
proposed the article. The rest of us stayed home or left early, and 
now all of us must pay, and pay, and pay. 

A few facts: 

• Article 15 will allow 180 new houses on lots that are 
all undersized by today's zoning. Some are only 5,000 square 
feet! 35 are in the v-zone, requiring stilt houses. 

• This is three times the impact of the Mecke develop- 
ment, and more impact than the dreaded 40B! At least the 40B is 
required to have affordable units and will likely appeal to older 
families, or those with few or no kids. 

It means: 

• Nine new classrooms at Sippican School and $500,000 
in teachers salaries per year; 

• No stormwater controls on lots, water running off, 
flooding neighbors and polluting the Bay; 

• McMansions on tiny lots; 

• Another 18 affordable units needed to meet our 
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Hair • Skin • Nails

affordable housing obligations, at a huge cost to the town ($3.6 
million). 

The sad thing is, there were some equitable solutions 
proposed that would have protected the citizens as a whole, and 
still allowed the lot owners to realize profits on their land. These 
solutions died at the Planning Board level and on Town Meeting 
floor, never having been explained to the citizens as a whole. 

We are now headed in the wrong direction, towards a 
bigger town with faster growth. If this trend is not reversed, and 
soon, the school, new sewer plant, and water supply will be 
outstripped by our prolific growth. Bye-bye Growth Manage- 
ment! 

What we want to ask ourselves is : do we want to be 
informed or do we want to go on with our heads in the sand, as 
usual? This lack of communication and explanation is an 
ongoing problem in town. Because the warrant is so hard to 
understand, I assume that Marion voters didn't see what was 
going on, or else they would have turned out in droves for Town 
Meeting.

(ZBA) issued a conditional permit to Bay Watch Realty, a 40B 
developer. The most important conditions imposed were that 
the developer reduce its number of proposed units from 192 to 
96 and that they build their own wastewater treatment plant on 
site. Bay Watch appealed the ZBA's decision to the Massachu- 
setts Housing Appeals Committee (HAC). Their appeal has been 
argued in one local public hearing and in six hearings before the 
HAC in Boston. The last of the hearings will be held on Wednes- 
day, November 17 in Boston when our lawyer, Jon Witten, 
concludes his presentation of the town's case. The HAC will 
later render its written decision. 

Citizens for Responsible Growth (CRG) is not against 
the development of affordable housing in Marion. We strongly 
support the Marion Housing Committee's Local Initiative 
Program and its other ongoing, innovative efforts to develop 
affordable housing at a responsible rate and on a scale taxpayers 
can absorb reasonably while meeting the requirements of the 
40B law. But we do believe that the size of the proposed 192-unit 
Bay Watch project (it could increase our population by 10 
percent in one fell swoop) will put unreasonable demands on 
our town and its present taxpayers. 

As we have done for all previous hearings held in 
Boston, CRG has chartered a bus to take concerned residents to 
attend the hearing. So far almost 50 residents have attended one 
or more of the hearings, and our presence has been noted by the 
HAC. As this will be the last hearing before the HAC makes it 
decision, we think it is important to have a very strong contin- 
gent of Marion residents present. 

The bus will leave from the bandstand area on Novem- 
ber 17 at 7:30 am and return around 4:00 pm. The cost is $15 per 
person.

The GHSB's Click It or Ticket, You Drink & Drive, 
You Lose, and Road Respect Campaigns, made possible 
by federal highway safety grants, combine traffic enforce- 
ment, public information, as well as community educa- 
tion. The Click It or Ticket Campaign helped to increase 
Massachusetts safety belt use from 51 percent in 2002 to 
63 percent in 2004. The You Drink & Drive, You Lose 
Campaign contributed to a decline in Massachusetts 
alcohol-related fatals from 49 to 45 percent between 2002 
and 2003.

The Incr edibles. With the voices of Craig T. Nelson 
and Holly Hunter. Directed by Brad Bird. Run- 
ning time: 118 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

There are moments (and a lot of them) in The Incredibles as 
giddily exciting as anything since Steven Spielberg retired Indiana 
Jones. It does what the bloated Sky Captain and the World of Tomor- 
row failed to do — it re-animates the thrill, not just the nostalgia, of 
old-school comic books and pulp adventure, yet also seamlessly 
joins it to a modern self -awareness. The details alone are miracu- 
lous: the way a doorknob or a car-door frame crumples slightly in 
the grasp of a frustrated superhero (the car door, in a great touch, 
won't shut afterward), or the movie's hilarious mini-lecture on 
why a cape is an impractical adornment for a superhero costume. 
The film scores its laughs and adrenaline with nary a cheap trick. 

Writer/ director Brad Bird, a veteran of The Simpsons, is now 
batting two for two: His previous animated feature was 1999's 
wondrous The Iron Giant, ignored during its theatrical release but 
passionately embraced on video in the years since. My wariness of 
Pixar films (the colorful, amusing Finding Nemo is an exception) 
goes back to the overrated Toy Story, but I dared to hope that Bird's 
involvement would override any Disney-ness clinging to the 
project, and indeed it does. Bird brings a fine eye for the human to 
his more-than-human characters; even the motivations of the 
piece's super-villain, the resentful Syndrome (voice by Jason Lee), 
are wretchedly understandable. 

The first half hour or so tracks the downfall of two superhe- 
roes, Mr. Incredible (Craig T. Nelson) and Elastigirl (Holly Hunter), 
driven into obscurity and enforced mediocrity along with all the 
other superhumans after society has litigated them off their pedes- 
tals. They become Bob and Helen Parr, an insurance-company 
drone and his stay-at-home wife, raising three kids, two of whom 
— Violet (author Sarah Vowell) and Dash (Spencer Fox) — also 
have superpowers, which they've been cautioned to keep hidden. 
When Bob is pulled out of retirement by the threat of a huge killer 




robot, Helen responds as if he were cheating on her. 'Ts this 
rubble?" she pointedly asks Bob after his secret night out with 
fellow retired hero Frozone (Samuel L. Jackson), finding a bit of 
collapsed building on his shirt that's as incriminating as lipstick on 
his collar. 

In outline, the set-up is a bit like Alan Moore's postmodern 
comic book Watchmen, in which faded superheroes, rendered 
illegal by the government, go into action one last time after one of 
their number is murdered. The Incredibles is lighter of heart, though, 
with action sequences — like Dash's sprint across water to evade 
a squadron of manned circular saws, or the way Helen manages to 
get herself stuck in three doors at once — that will go down as 
classics. The heroes learn to embrace who they are, while the 
jealous villain envisions a future where no one is exemplary or 
heroic — in other words, all the same. The movie's subtle message 
that diversity should be honored, rather than everyone joining in 
the same groupthink to promote "healing" or whatever, couldn't 
be more timely. 

Theaters have been inundated with superhero movies, or 
knockoffs like The Matrix, for the past fifteen years (the success of 
1989's Batman started it, and the astronomical rise of 2002's Spider- 
Man rejuvenated it). Some have been fine (I have a soft spot for the 
glum X-Men films, and I am among the few admirers of 2003 's 
tortured Hulk); most have been as thin as the pages that spawned 
them (no pun intended — 1997's Spawn may have been the worst 
of the worst). You certainly have every reason to be mightily sick 
of super-stories, as am I; two of my favorite comic-book-derived 
movies of recent years. Ghost World and American Splendor, dis- 
tanced themselves thoroughly from adolescent power fantasies. 
But The Incredibles is something else, a glowing pastiche made not 
only with love for four-color escapism but with respect for the all- 
ages audience.

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An American Band

Just as The Who may have inadvertently committed 
themselves to endless years of touring by boasting "hope I 
die before I get old'' in ''My Generation," rock legends Grand 
Funk Railroad might have also tipped the scales by singing 
about being "out on the road for 40 days" in their classic 
"We're An American Band." 

Those 40 days have turned into four years for the present 
incarnation of Grand Funk Railroad — a lineup of familiar 
faces more akin to Ringo Starr's All-Starr Band collaborations 
than the original power trio founded by Don Brewer, Mel 
Schacher and Mark Farner back in 1969. Both drummer 
Brewer and bassist Schacher are still chugging along with the 
Railroad, but Farner is off doing his own thing these days. 

But the remaining members have certainly found capable 
replacements in keyboardist Tim Cashion, formerly of Bob 
Seger's Silver Bullet Band; vocalist Max Carl of .38 Special 
fame; and none other than guitarist Bruce Kulick, who toured 
not only with acts like Meat Loaf and Michael Bolton but also 
served as lead guitarist with KISS for some 12 years before 
the band reunited and redonned their classic facepaint. 

"It was just kind of a happenstance thing," said founder 
Don Brewer of pulling together the eclectic and talented ros- 
ter of musicians. "We had been pursuing Mark (Farner) about 
getting back together in '95 and '96 ... because Mel and I 
wanted to continue on. So we started putting out feelers." 

The first to join was Max Carl, who shared an affinity for 
R&B and soul music with Brewer. Then Tim Cashion was 
added to the ranks having previously worked with Brewer 
back in the Bob Seger days. It was also around that time that 
Brewer said he first met Bruce Kulick, who was then playing 
with Michael Bolton, who was the opening act on one of 
Seger's mid-1980s tours. 

"I used to play drums in the '80s for Bob Seger," Brewer 
said. "While I was on tour ... Bruce was in Michael Bolton's 
band. Everybody was going: 'who is that guitar player?' He 
had this great crossover (style) between R&B and rock. I 
thought he'd be perfect for Grand Funk, so I e-mailed him 
through his website." 

Kulick admitted he was excited at the prospect of play- 
ing with Grand Funk Railroad, but he also wanted to make 
sure the mysterious e-mail was, in fact, from Don Brewer. "You 
never know who anybody is over the Internet," Kulick said. 
"We finally spoke and he was really excited about me joining 
(the band). That happened at a very stressful time, while I 
was in the process of moving my parents from New York to 
L.A. It was like a ray of light." 

It was also timely in that Kulick had been recently re- 
leased from KISS so that founding guitarist Ace Frehley could 
return for the band's big reunion and subsequent tours. 

"I was very aware of (Grand Funk Railroad) and what 
they were doing," Kulick said of his joining this new lineup. 
"It was much in the same way as joining KISS ... it was good 
music based around good hooks." 




Although the band promises to keep longtime GFR fans 
happy by playing all the classics like "We're An American 
Band," "Some Kind of Wonderful," and "Locomotion" in their 
80- to 90-minute set, they're also spicing it up with a couple 
of fresher tunes, too. 

"Obviously, we stick with the big hits ... (but) we didn't 
want to be just a clone band, either," Kulick said. "The new 
stuff really puts a different spin on it, (so) we're not just look- 
ing to the past." 

"We've got four new songs, (including) a piece in the 
middle of the show where everybody's playing drums," 
Brewer added. "And when we do the new songs, the take off 
like a bottle rocket ... they all go over really well and are all 
strong vocally." 

"I'm just playing tambourine in that one," Kulick said of 
the percussion piece. "But I look good doing it!" 

There's no denying the staying power of many Grand 
Funk Railroad hits — in fact, Kulick said he even recalled an 
impromptu jam one time between KISS' Paul Stanley and Jon 
Bon Jovi where they just started singing "We're An American 
Band." 

"You think about what a blessing it is to perform and 
play (these) kind of songs," Kulick said.
